Peace being ſuch a voluminous Bleffing, 
that it contains all other bleſſings (as it were) in-its 
belly. And hereupon they uſcd the word upon all 
occalions, inſomuch, that it is ſometimes pur, by a 
Cerachreſir, to ſignifie the proſperous [acceſs even of 
Warr it ſelf, . So 2 Sam, 11.7, David demanded of 
Hriah, How Foab did-, and how the People did, 
monnDn R307, and Concerving the Peace of 
the Warr , that is (as our Tr4xſiators render it) How 
the Warr proſpered, But here the Bleſſing of Peace 
muſt keep correſpondence with the ſubject of it un- - 
der its twofold notion, vi, Feruſalem as referred. 
both to the Church and Staze, The Peace of Feruſa- 
lem under the firſt ſenſe , is the publique tranquillity 
and quiet State of the Church , when it is nor rent by 
Schiſms and Herefies within , nor torn in pieces by 
Perſecuters and Tyrants without. The Peace of Fern- 
ſalem under the (econd ſenſe, is the tranquillity of the 
weal- Publique , when itis free from inteſtine broyls , 
and civil commetions at home; and from. forrain 1z- 
waſions and Warrs abroad.. |

12,4, Such pious Zips drop 
Balm upon the Countreys and places where they live 
and ſuch healing tongues ( as Solomon calls them ) 
are a Tree of Life, Prov. 15. 4. And when Chriſti«, 
ans do thus break their 4labsſter-boxes to anoint their 
Savioar's feet,the ſmell of rhe perſume fills the houſe, 
and the odours of theſe golden Vials aſcend up before 
Gog, Rey.5.8. with 8. 4+

But every one that eal's is not 4»ſwered, Prov, 1: 
28, There isa boly Art in Prayer, which none bur 
the truly ſpiritual. Chriſtias is acquainted withall, 
There muſt be.

It 
God do rot kindle his own Sacrifice, (as he did 
Elijab's) it will not accepred. The great Art is to 
fetch fire from heaven, As the Phezix (they ſay)

4+ And laſtly, In all our Prayers for Feruſalems 
Peace , there are four things in this Pſalm , that 
muſt not 'be forgotten, 


Te Forget not the Throne of David. Pray 
heartily for his Majeſty , that his Crown may 
flouriſh on his Head, that his Sword may pro- 
ſper in his Hand, having Charles the Great's Mot- 
30 upon it, Carolus Cuſtos decem praceptorum , 
Charles Lord Keeper of the Ten Commandements. 
Our Life is bound up in the King's Life, our 
Peace in his Peace. And therefore let not any #n- - 
circumciſed Lips pray ſo for the King, as ſome. 
Male-contents did heretofore, whoſe very Prayers 
for him were very Zibels againſt him, Which being 
ſoworded, that the Law might not ſpell Treaſon 
our of them-, were powred inro the Ears of the 
People, under a pretence of offering them up to 
God. Whether God heard ſuch Prayers: or no, it 
mattered not, they were ſure the People did ; and 
it was from that great 70! they principally ex- 
peed an anſwer to their Peticions. Let me (hew 
you 4 more excellent way out of Tertnllian , who 
gives us the ſubſtance of the Primitive Chriſtians 
Prayers, even for Heathen Emperours; and what 
would they have done, if they had had the hap- 
pineſs to live under Chriſtian Kings? They did 
pray, for them, YVitam prolixam, Imperium ſecurum,

2, Forget not the Seals of Fudgment, that 
they may be filled up ſucceſſively , with faith- 
ful , couragious, conſcientious, Magiſtrates , ſuch 
as fear God, men of Trath , hating Covetonſneſs ; 
that Fudgment may run down as Waters, and Righ- 
teouſueſs 45 4 mighty ſtream, My Lord it would 
be preſumption in me, to undertake to teach your 
Lordſhip your Duty , which (I doubt not) you 
know, and practiſe, better than I can teach you ; 
but I would willingly teach the People their Du. 
ties to you; of which , Prayer for you is not the 
leaſt. The Apoſtle wills, that Prayers 4nd ſuppli- 
cations be made for Kings, and for all that are in 
Authority , 1 Tim. 2.2. And as we are to ſub- 
mit our ſelves to the King as Supreme, ( I won- 
der how that Title came to give offence,) ſolike- 
wiſe unto Governours that are ſent by him, for 
tbe puniſhment of evil Doers, and for the praiſe of 
them that de well, 1 Pet. 2, 14. As therefore our 
Saviour tells his Diſciples , Luk. 10. 16, He that 


deſpiſeth 
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deſpiſeth you deſpiſeth me , becauſe they had rheir 
Commiſſion from him : ſo by the ſame Reaſon, 
he that deſpiſeth you, deſpiſeth him that ſent you, 
that is , his Majeſty. Pray then for the Magiſtrates, 
Pray for the Fudges, that God would aſfilt them, 
and give them a meaſure of his Spirit proportion- 
able to their work.
